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'Freebie' Disclosure May Hurt Ford

Two men, candidates for president, 
meet face-to-face tonight to debate 
their plans for America before an 
audience that may number IOO million 
people. 
And as Jimmy Carter and President 
Ford prepared for the debate, a U.S. 
Steel Corp. lobbyist confirmed that the 
company was host to Ford, when he 
was in Congress, at two overnight 


stays at a company house near Disney 
World in Florida. 
Ford and Carter have taken vastly 
differing routes in their efforts to at­ 
tra ct 
voters. 
Ford 
stayed 
in 
Washington, campaigning only once 
out of town and then at his alma mater 
in his home state of Michigan. Carter 
criss-crossed the country to shake 
hands and make speeches. 
And the candidates crammed for 
tonight’s debate in different fashions. 
Park’s On-Land

But Republican Ford and Democrat 
Carter planned to spend the day of the 
debates in much the same way. For 
both, rest was planned along with 
flights to Philadelphia 
where the 
debate begins at 9:30 EDT. 
Their vice presidential candidates 
carried on the campaign in the field. 
Ford running mate Bob Dole was in 
Nebraska seeking the farm vote and 
Carter running mate Walter Mondale 
was stumping Wisconsin. 
In a statement issued early today, 
U.S. Steel lobbyist William Whyte said 
Ford’s overnight stays at 
Disney 
World in 1972 and in 1973 were in addi­ 
tion to three golfing weekends for Ford 
paid for by U.S. Steel at the company 
lodge in New Jersey. 
The White House had no comment on 
the report of U.S. Steel’s role in the 
Florida stays. But earlier this week, 
Ford spokesmen said there was “no 
evidence of wrongdoing” in the New 
Jersey trips. 
In his statement, Whyte said he had 
been friends with Ford for more than 
20 years and that “to my direct 
knowledge. Congressman Ford shared 


the use of U.S. Steel overnight accom­ 
modations, as my personal guest, on 
five occasions over the last dozen or so 
years.” 
A company spokesman said he did 
not know whether U.S. Steel paid 
Ford’s travel expenses but that the 
company did pay for Ford’s lodging in 
all five instances. 
There have been questions raised 
that Ford might have violated the code 
of ethics of the House of Represen­ 
tatives, adopted in 1968. It prohibits 
members from accepting a “gift of 
substantial 
value, 
directly 
or 
in­ 
directly, 
from 
any 
person, 
organization or corporation having a 
direct interest in legislation before the 
Congress.” 
For weeks the two presidential 
nominees have prepared for tonight’s 
debate, the first of three. Each has 
studied thick briefing books. 
Ford has rehearsed with stand-ins 
who threw questions at him and 
critique 
his 
answers. 
Carter 
has 
crammed largely in solitude. 
At the same time, both have tried to 
play down the amount of work they 


were doing in preparation for the con­ 
frontation. 
“I’ve not lost any sleep,” Carter 
replied when recently asked about his 
upcoming debate with the Republican 
President. 
Ford danced until I a.m. Wednesday 
at a state dinner at the White House. 
Was he ready for the debate, reporters 
asked? 
“Of course I am,” he said. “I’m 
getting in training by dancing.” 
No one could predict whether the 
debate would be a slugfest or a fencing 
match, whether the outcome would be 
a knockout, a narrow decision or a 
draw. 
Not since 1960, when John F. Ken­ 
nedy and Richard M. Nixon debated, 
have two presidential candidates met 
in a face-to-face exchange of their 
views. Political scientists still discuss 
what effect the Kennedy-Nixon de­ 
bates had on the outcome of the 1960 
election, won by Kennedy. 
Carter has said he doesn’t believe 
the 1960 debates led to a dramatic shift 
in voter sentiment and he doesn't 
expect his meetings with Ford to be the 


decisive factor in the election. 
“I don’t think the performance over 
a 90-minute period, even repeated 
three times over, is going to dominate 
the final judgment of the American 
people,” Carter told 
reporters 
in 
Plains, Ga. 
Tonight's debate will take place in 
Philadelphia’s Walnut Street Theateh 
There are 250 seats in the theater for 
the general public. But the television 
audience is expected to top IOO million. 
The debates are being carried by all 
four national networks. 
Carter had said during the primary 
campaign that he would like to debate 
his Republican opponent. Then Ford 
grabbed the initiative during his ac­ 
ceptance speech at the GOP con­ 
vention, issuing a challenge to Carter 
to debate him. The applause at Kansas 
City had barely died when Carter is­ 
sued a statement agreeing to a series 
of debates. 
The league of Women Voters agreed 
to sponsor the debates, leaving them 
open for coverage by broadcast net­ 
works without the need to grant equal

Confrontation Marks Campaign Phase

Despite Jimmy Carter’s 15,000-mile 
campaign log, despite President 
Ford’s high-visibility 
home 
stand, 
despite the promises and the polls, the 
crucial phase of the contest for the 
White House begins tonight. 
What is past is warmup. 
The 
90-minute 
debate 
in 
Philadelphia tonight is viewed in both 
camps as the likely pivot point for the 
40 campaign days that remain. 
In large part, it is the lack of a 
single, compelling issue or set of issues 
that has raised so high the stakes in the 
first of three Ford-Carter debates. 
Image and voter impressions of the 
Republican 
President 
and 
the 
Democratic challenger are therefore 
the more important. And those are 
precisely the perceptions that the 
debate can shape, or reinforce, or 
erase. 
Furthermore, by any measure, the 
race is closer now than on the steamy 
night in Kansas City, Mo., when Ford 
told a cheering Republican convention 
that he wanted to meet Carter face-to- 
face to debate the issues, the first 
incumbent president ever to do so. 
Not that Ford has overtaken Carter 
at this point; his own campaigners 
j 
acknowledge he is still behind. But as 
one Republican put it, a real contest is 
in prospect now, where once it seemed 
there would be none. 
Carter, who has from the start 
cautioned Democrats against over­ 
confidence, makes that point from his 
own campaign platforms: 


“It’s a very difficult political un­ 
dertaking to defeat an incumbent 
president with a unified party. And 
that’s what I face.” 
Nonetheless, 
Carter 
claims 
a 
healthy lead. On the eve of the debate, 
his spokesman said September polling 
showed Carter ahead in 35 states with 
about 440 electoral votes, Ford in 13 
with about IOO electoral votes. It takes 
270 to win election. 
According 
to 
Carter 
aide 
Jody 
Powell, the polling by Patrick Cadded 
showed Carter leading by margins of 
less than 5 percentage points in states 


with about 120 electoral votes. 
To 
which 
William 
Greener, 
spokesman for President Ford’s 
campaign, replied, “It would appear 
that Mr. Caddell’s poll verified that 
we’re closing the gap all over the 
nation.” 
Greener recalled the published polls 
conducted before the Republican 
National Convention that showed 
Carter leading by wide margins, up to 
29 percentage points in a I/mis Harris 
survey between the two party con­ 
ventions. 
The most recent Harris poll, based 


on surveys completed on Aug. 30, gave 
Carter an 11-point lead. The latest 
Gallup poll gives Carter a 15-point 
lead. 
The Ford camp contends the gap has 
since been narrowed. 
A Harris survey of 2,844 likely 
voters, 
conducted through 
mid- 
September, reported doubts among 
some about Carter’s experience and 
stance on issues. 
Harris said a 49 per cent to 34 per 
cent plurality felt Carter had ducked 
stands on issues.

Representatives

Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources and 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
inspected and reviewed the on-land 
wastewater treatment project at Deer 
Creek State Park Wednesday. 
While they weren’t passing out 
cigars, the representatives were ex­ 
tremely pleased with their “baby,” 
which is nearing the end of the first full 
year of a five-year effort involving the 
two agencies and Ohio State Univer­ 
sity, which is assisting in research 
analysis of the project. 
Praise was levied for the “out­ 
standing” 
job of treating 
sewage 
generated at the Clarks Run Camp 
Ground, and representatives hinted 
that preliminary test results pointed to 
zero discharge standards as will be 
required by 1985. 
In conjunction, the groups may 
attempt to close the operation during 
the months of June and August next 
year to test the effectiveness of the 
lagoon capacity and the natural 
evaporation process. 
The representatives were concerned 
about an apparent lack of nutrients in 
the test samples, a dilemma that could 
force artificial fertilization of test 
crops. 
Next year, they may erect a five-foot 
channel in the lagoon to “short circuit” 


lagoon time and “beef-up” nutrient 
input. The channel would be similar to 
those used to contain oil slicks. 
ODNR plans to construct a working 
model of the project for exhibit at 
special events around Ohio, and will 
make a movie of the actual operation. 
The On-Land facility was the subject 
of a story which appeared in a recent 
edition of the U.S. Army corps of 
Engineers 
technical 
m agazine, 
“ W ater Spectrum ,” and will be 
featured in upcoming articles in “Ohio 
Out 
Of 
Doors” 
and

Ohio 
Department

Resources Director Robert W. Teater 
was accompanied on the tour of the 
project by Maj. Gen. Ernest Graves, 
Director of Civil Works for the Corps; 
Col. Scott Smith, District Engineer, 
Huntington 
D istrict, 
Corps 
of 
Engineers; 
John 
Dunlap 
of 
Williamsport, who was introduced as 
the “man who did more than any other 
private citizen to get this dam 
and 
lake built” ; and his daughter, Mrs. 
Shirley Bowser, a member of the 
Central Ohio Advisory Council for the 
development of water plans. 
The $145,000 project was constructed 
to evaluate the effectiveness of on-land 
treatment as an alternative method of 
wastewater management. 
The project treats wastes from Deer 
Creek’s 232-unit camp area and 
eventually will treat wastes from 
future park facilities, including a 
planned lodge and cabin complex. 
The system is designed to prevent 
nutrients from reaching Deer Creek 
I^ake and fertilizing weeds and algae. 
Excessive aquatic plant growth can 
cause a variety of problems, including 
odors, unpleasant swimming con­ 
ditions and fouled outboard motor 
propellers. 
It also can 
speed 
up 
eutrophication, the process ot lake 
aging. 
The project includes agricultural 
research. Various crops have been 
planted on the 12-acre spraying area, 
which is separated into four three-acre 
plots. Research is being conducted to 
determine how the crops can be used 
for animal feeds, industrial chemicals, 
park beautification and other uses.

Hospital Board Reviews 
1975 Financial Statement

At the Berger Hospital Board of 
Governors meeting Wednesday, an 
accounting firm from Columbus 
presented results of revenue and ex­ 
penses for 1975. 
It as the opinion of Ernst and Ernst 
representatives that 1975 was a good 
year because in comparison to the 
feasibility studies, the hospital is 
ahead of what was projected. 
It was noted under current assets of 
the financial statement that patient 
accounts receivable were up 19 per 
cent from 1974 with the total amount 
being $468,542. 
The total unrestricted funds for the 
year were $3,562,731. This amount was 
up 
$2 
million 
from 
1974. 
The 
fund is monies that can be used for any 
purpose. 
In the restricted funds, totals from 
1974 are $542,608. This is below the 
previous year’s figure of $2,589,491 
because funds were used to pay off 
construction costs of the ancillary 
wing. 
Under revenues and expenses, the 
gross patient service was 16 per cent 


over 1974 figures. The total excess of 
revenues over expenses was $139,276. 
Ernst and Ernst also discussed the 
merits of depreciating funding with 
part of the funds left in the con­ 
struction fund. Charles Rideout, 
hospital administrator, noted that if 
implemented, this money would be 
controlled by the board, but under the 
obligations of the trust indenture. 
Also during the board meeting, 
Rideout discussed the public relations 
on the hospital bond issue, and the 
board approved insurance renewals 
and building and equipment items. 
Rideout told the board of meetings 
held with the community committee 
and plans made for bond issue IO. Two 
county co-chairmen were chosen to 
head the 
campaign, 
with 
a 
city 
chairman still to be decided. 
Pamphlets have been ordered for 
distribution to area businesses and 
door-to-door. Also, bumper stickers 
and table tents will be used to promote 
the 
hospital 
bond 
issued 
on 
the 
November ballot. 
Dealing with public 
relations, 
Rideout added that Hospital Sunday is 
scheduled for Oct. IO, which is also the 


day of the hospital open house. 
Under building and equipment, the 
board approved a building review at 
the cost of $775 and gave approval for a 
vent for the equipment washer in 
central supply. 


An insurance renewal was approved 
by the board with an increase in the 
premium. It will be close to $8,000 
higher due to increases on building, 
property and liability. 


A listing of the construction firms 
used for the ancillary wing 
was 
presented to the board. 


The total costs, incuding four con­ 
struction firms, the architect’s fees, 
equipment 
and 
financing 
is 
$2,381,468.80. This figure does not in­ 
clude leases for X-ray equipment 
which amounts to approximately 
$160,000 per bid. 


Rideout also informed the board of 
Medicade changes and the need for an 
evaluation and cost control committee. 


It 
was 
reported 
that 
$62 
was 
collected from a card party by the 
hospital guilds, and that they are 
planning a bazaar in November.

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M arkets Violent Crim es Dip, 
shutdown 


NEW YORK (AP) — The stock 
market lapsed into a broad decline 
today, showing continued concern over 
signs of lagging demand for industrial 
equipment and other durable goods. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrial stocks fell more than 3 points 
in early trading, lasers took a 2-1 lead 
over gainers among New York Stock 
Exchange-listed issues 
Trading was very active. 
The market’s rally of the past week 
came to an abrupt halt Wednesday 
afternoon when the government 
reported a 2.2 per cent decline in 
durable goods orders last month. 
Of particular concern to Wall Street 
was a section of the report that showed 
a drop in orders for civilian capital 
goods such as factory machines. 
Today's early prices included 
Kimberly-Clark, down 
at 387s, and 
Pilisbury. unchanged at 38l«. 
On Wednesday the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average fell back from a plus- 
8 reading at midafternoon to close at 
1,014 05. down .74. 
Gainers outnumbered losers by 
about an 8-7 margin among NYSE- 
listed issues. The exchange's com­ 
posite index lost .16 to 57.35. 
Big Board volume reached a seven- 
month high of 32.97 million shares. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index gave up .08 to 
104.07.

FBI Report Shows

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Thefts in­ 
creased ll per cent and violent crimes 
declined 6 per cent as the over-all U.S. 
crime rate edged upward during the 
first six month of this year, the FBI 
reported today. 
Of the seven crime categories 
measured by the FBI’s Uniform Crime 
Reports, theft was the only one 
showing an increase nationally. But 
that ll per cent boosted the overall 
crime rate 3 per cent, compared with 
the same period in 1975. 
The FBI statistics are based on me 
number of crimes reported by 9,160 
state and local law enforcement 
agencies. Other studies, however, 
have shown that the number of crimes 
reported to police is far lower than the 
number actually committed. 
Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi noted 
that the 3 per cent overall increase is 
much less than the 13 per cent surge in 
the first half of 1975, compared with 
the same period a year earlier. 
“While the trend is encouraging,” he 
said, “there remains a net increase in 
serious crime — a clear reminder that 
all segments of the criminal justice 
system must continue working to solve 
the problem.” 
Nationally, the FBI reported that 
murder was down 12 per cent, rape and 
assault each declined I per cent, 
robbery dropped IO per cent, burglary 
dropped 5 per cent and motor vehicle 
thefts fell 3 per cent. 
The sharp increases in theft oc­ 
curred in all population categories and 
in all parts of the country. The surge 
ranged from 5 per cent in Western 
states to 18 per cent in the Northeast, 


and from 9 per cent in cities between 
500,000 and one million in population to 
16 per cent in cities over one million. 
With two exceptions, the four violent 
crime categories — murder, rape, 
robbery and assault — declined in all 
parts of the country. The exception 
was a 5 per cent increase in rape and a 
4 per cent increase in assault In 
Western states. 
Murder and robbery declined in all 
population categories, but rape in­ 
creased slightly in medium-sized and 
small cities and assaults rose from I to 
5 per cent in cities of 100,000 or less. 
Among the nation’s largest cities, 
Chicago, lx)s Angeles and Philadelphia 
reported fewer crimes in the six-month 
period, compared with the same 
period a year ago, while New York tind 
Houston reported over-all increases. 
The number of crimes dropped from 
109,978 to 104,629 in Chicago, largely 
because of decreases in rape, robbery, 
assault and burglary. But murders 
increased from 408 to 423. 
In Los Angeles, 111,403 crimes were 
reDorted in the 1976 period, down from 
the 112,813 a year ago. Philadelphia 
listed 36,923 this year, down from 
39,419 a year ago. 


The FBI said New Yorkers ex­ 
perienced 314,000 crimes in the six- 
month period, up from 264,958 a year 
ago. Murder, rape and assault 
declined, but robbery, burglary, theft 
and vehicle theft rose sharply. 
In Houston, the total was up from 
42,692 last year to 48,457 this year and 
most of the increase was in the 
category of theft. 
Auto N egotiations 
Show No Progress 


DETROIT (AP) — Bargainers for 
the United Auto Workers and Ford 
Motor Co. settled in today for a fourth 
straight day of talks aimed at breaking 
the deadlock that has shut down the 
nation's no. 2 automaker for nine days. 
Wednesday produced a full day of 
head-to-head talks, but a union source 
at the main bargaining table said the 
sessions failed to bring the two sides 
any closer on the several major 
economic issues which triggered a 
Sept. 14 walkout by 170,000 hourly Ford 
workers in 22 states. 
Meanwhile, the ripple effect of the 
strike spread to another 2,800 hourly 
Ford workers in Canada who were laid 
off due to parts shortages. Some 4,400 
out of 14,000 workers in that country 
have been idled and all are expected to 
be on layoff by the end of the week. 
A Ford of Canada spokesman said 
the St. Thomas, Ont., assembly plant 
would have to shut down today. Some 
1,600 workers were furloughed when 
the Windsor, Ont., engine plant closed 
earlier in the week.

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Russians Seek Ways To B etter Life 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Soviet citizens 
write letters to the editors of their 
controlled press, but one newspaper 
seeks letters from people with Ideas on 
how 
to 
Improve everyday living. 
Here’s a sample of what they wrote 
about.

MOSCOW 
(AP) - “ If 
I 
were 
director, I would put a special garage 
for baby carriages in every apartment 
building," a man in leningrad wrote to 
the editor of the Soviet newspaper 


literary Gazette. 
“I would demand that the police 
enforce the laws against profanity," a 
Moscow lawyer wrote. 
“ I would decree that every school 
give dancing lessons as well as singing 
lessons," said a letter from a woman 
from Chelyabinsk 
In the last two years, 3,000 Soviet 
citizens have given a glimpse of their 
daily concerns in letters to a regular 
column in the literary Gazette called 
“ If I were the Director." 
The letters, as selected by the 


newspaper’s editors, include a variety 
of suggestions about everyday con­ 
veniences, but few thoughts about the 
larger questions that confront the 
Soviet 
Union, 
such 
as 
housing 
problem s, harvest shortfalls and 
shortages of consumer goods. 
These questions are not generally 
the subjects of public discussion in a 
nation where almost every detail of 
daily life is controlled by the govern­ 
ment. 
And under an economy not guided by 
m arket considerations, consum er 


demands, like the following, often are 
not resolved as they can be in the 
West: 
“ I would open special clothing stores 
for very tall people." 
“I would sell special knives for 
peeling potatoes, carrots and fruit." 
“I would keep stores open during 
lunch hours so people could shop 
during their tune off." 
It would take a high-level govern­ 
m ent decree to 
im plem ent the 
suggestion: " I would only allow 
building superintendents to come to 
work after 7 a m. so people could get a 
little sleep." 
Some of the letters suggest in­ 
novations that are already taken for 
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granted in some Western countries: 
“ I would put parking lots at all 
airports. Many car owners — and their 
numbers are increasing — could start 
off on a business trip by driving to the 
airport." 
“ I would install radios m the seats of 
aircraft so people could listen to music 
during the flight." 
“ I would print health warnings on 
cigarette packages." 
fXher letters have a universal ap­ 
peal. and could have been written by 
dream ers in almost any country: 
“ I would have separate cars on 
trains for people with noisy children.” 
“ I would require markets to round 


off the prices of their items, to speed 
up the checkout lines " 
Intrigued by the response to its 
“ D irecto r" colum n, the L iterary 
Gazette editors recently surveyed 500 
of their letter writers. They found that 
the people with the most ideas for 
improving Soviet life are middle-aged 
men with good educations, living in the 
European cities of the Soviet Union.

Debates Have Changed 


In earlier days when it was 
alm ost a prerequisite for 
seeking public office that a 
candidate possess superior 
oratorical skills, debates be­ 
tween opponents could be both 
fascinating and lengthy. There 
are few constraints and the 
c a n d i d a t e s 
f r e q u e n t l y 
employed all techniques from 
wit to sarcasm to extract 
approval from the crowd. 
Informal political debates 
seldom take place in a modern 
campaign, and formal debates 
have 
become 
very 
formal 


indeed Not only is the format 
itself 
prescribed 
well 
in 
advance, 
but 
even 
tim e 
allocations are figured as 
closely as possible. 
With the instant projection 
of debates potentially to large 
audiences through television 
has come a change in the 
d e b a t e r ’ s 
d e m e a n o r . 
H istrionics and em otional 
pleadings are downplayed and 
the sincere, confident (but not 
overly confident > im age is 
emphasized. 
All of this mav be incidental 


to the substance of any debate 
— the issues. An experienced 
campaigner soon learns, or 
later regrets, that capturing 
the loyalty of the audience is 
nine-tenths of success. 
This y e a r ’s presidential 
debates may help reinforce 
some images, weaken others. 
Unless they produce major 
tumblings by the candidates, 
however, they may not change 
many votes among voters who 
already have decided their 
preferences. 


The Thin Syndrome

NEW YORK — “Beautiful people” 
are thin. In advertising pictures, 
babies can be plump — but men, 
women, adolescents and horses must 
be sleek. 
TV and movie stars, of course, are 
slim (except for Liz Taylor, who fouls 
up the system by letting herself get 
chubby occasionally and making 
remarks like “A woman worrying 
about staying thin can create a bundle 
of nerves that will drive her husband 
out into the night ” ) 
A Hams poll in the late '60s said at 
least 17-million Americans are on 
diets. This is because they have been 
led to believe that Fat is Rotten, and 
Thin is Beautiful. 
It is the thinness brainwash in fat- 
frightened America. 
And it is not healthy. Psychiatrists 
and nutritionists are finding in­ 
creasing numbers of individuals who 
are suffering from a potentially 
dangerous syndrome 
known 
as 
“ anorexia 
nervosa." 
It 
is 
a 
psychological illness characterized by 


a refusal to eat, and a relentless 
pursuit of thinness 
Typically, according to an anorexia 
authority. New York psychiatrist Dr. 
Richard 
Green, 
the 
syndrome 
manifests itself the following way: 
A teenaged girl, in a middle — or 
high-income home, is slightly over­ 
weight. At home, she is subjected to 
the thinness brainwash, urged to diet, 
sarcastically kidded, put down, 
promised the rewards of acceptance 
only if she takes action to fit the mold 
of the family's cultural concept of 
beauty. If the home brainwash doesn’t 
get to her, the school brain wash will. 
She begins to worry’ and to diet. She 
overdoes it. 
“She achieves her proper weight, 
and then just keeps going until she is 
mildly underweight, and then severely 
underweight,” describes Green. 
Now she begins to look emaciated. 
Maybe her menstrual cycle stops. She 
feels chilled much of the time, and 
becomes hyperactive, burning up 
energy at an almost hysterical rate. 
“Ironically, she is obsessed with food

reasoned, restrained, in contrast to the 
extremes one sometimes hears in a 
political year. 
Some people might find it re­ 
assuring, because it touches with 
candor some of the big and sensitive 
issues, and leaves us with the feeling 
that they can and will be dealt with 
constructively. 
Irving S. Shapiro is the author. His 
remarks, entitled “The Future Role of 
Business in Society,” were delivered 
before a meeting of businessmen at 
The Conference Board. Shapiro is 
chairman of E .I. duPont de Nemours & 
Co. 
Here are some highlights. 
—Speaking of the need for the 
economy to evolve to meet needs . 
“The new realities will demand that 
products of greater value, durability 
and 
economy 
of 
operation 
be 
developed for sophisticated consumers 
more in need of product utility, quality 
and conservation than in initial cost 
and style. 
“The new realities will require that 
business be managed by leaders who 
are actively in tune with the larger 
goals of society.” 
—Explaining that the two main 
constituencies 
of 
business 
are 
customers and employes: 
“Customers are entitled to ask, first, 
that the choices of products offered are 
responsive to their needs and, 
secondly, that in making their choices 
they have all the relevant facts and are 


assured of the service and quality they 
implicitly are promised. 
“With respect to employes ... they 
have a right to know that their 
aspirations and needs have a high 
place in our economic system. 
“Our people are looking up from the 
grindstone and asking if there is not 
something more to life than work, 
however successful. Management 
must accommodate these new aspira­ 
tions for larger dimensions to life, 
meshing corporate goals and practices 
as closely as possibe with new employe 
objectives.” 


—On the contribution of business to 
achieving public goals beyond im­ 
mediate business interests: 
“This generation of managers ap­ 
pears to be farsighted enough to 
recognize that the future role of 
business in society inevitably will 
include more of the society in business. 
“This is not only inevitable but 
logical. Many private decisions, 
especially those by larger enterprises, 
have substantial public effects. We 
should not expect that the people will 
continue to let such effects fall without 
the people achieving a voice, through 
government, in such decisions.” 


—On fears that government will 
supplant private industry on a large 
scale: 
“Some people in government would 
like to do this, of course, but I think 
most people recognize that, just as 
business can’t govern, government has 
proved that it cannot effectively man­ 
age anything close to a business ac­ 
tivity.”

Anorexia (loss of appetite) nervosa 
(state of being nervous) can result in 
severe difficulties in absorbing food. 
The victim may be nagged to eat (as 
she was once nagged to diet) when 
she’s not at all hungry. She feels 
stuffed. In her mind, if not in her 
mirror, she is still fat. 
The Thin is Beautiful concept still is 
so deeply buried in her subconscious 
that — even though she may realize 
consciously that she is ill because of 
■her undernourished condition — she 
will behave like the typical dieter who 
goes on sporadic eating binges. But in 
her case, compulsive eating episodes 
will result in vomiting. As the con­ 
dition worsens, vomiting may occur 
when even small amounts of food are 
consumed. Then she is in a truly 
dangerous position. 
Asked how doctors can deal with 
anorexia nervosa, Dr. Green replies 
that the first procedure is to “make 
sure 
the 
patient 
doesn’t 
die. 
Sometimes patients have to be tube- 
fed to bring them gradually up to a 
normal 
weight.” 
After 
that, 
psychotherapy is the appropriate 
treatment, “or we may use family 
therapy to resolve the conflicts that 
have created the problem.” The 
compulsive eating aspect, which so 
frequently accom panies the syn­ 
drome, is controlled with medication. 
Dr. Green, 
who 
is currently 
preparing a medical paper on anorexia 
nervosa, became aware of the growing 
problem in his position as associate 
director, Department of Psychiatry at 
Long Island Jewish-Hillside Medical 
Center, which has an Adolescent Unit 
as well as a Psychiatric Hospital. 
Although the syndrome is not new, 
and is not as common as the common 
cold by any means, it is a psychiatric 
illness “which we are seeing more and 
more each year.” And while anyone 
can fall victim to it, it strikes 
adolescent females with the most 
frequency. According to Green, 
psychoanalytic theory is that the 
anorexic adolescent is afraid to 
become a grown woman — or she may 
be 
rejecting 
the 
image 
of 
a 
domineering mother. There may also 
be neurological disturbances involved. 
But chiefly, the problem lies in our 
society’s cultural concept of beauty. 
The health of many beautiful women — 
remember the emaciation of poor- 
little-rich-girl Barbara Hutton? — has 
been damaged, if not destroyed, by 
anorexia nervosa. It is a typically 
American illness. Only in America are 
women dying to be beautiful. 


Daylight Time 
Bill Rejected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Speedup 
procedures to pass a bill extending 
Daylight Saving Time have been 
rejected by the House, virtually 
assuring that the measure will not be 
enacted this year. 
The bill would have set the beginning 
date for DST as the third Sunday of 
March and the ending date as the third 
Sunday of October, beginning in 1977. 
Under existing law, the country is on 
DST from the last Sunday in April to 
the last Sunday in October. 
With few members on the floor, the 
House voted ll to IO for suspending the 
rules and passing the bill. But the 
suspension procedure requires two- 
thirds. No record vote was taken. 
The measure theoretically could be 
revived under regular procedures, but 
this would be almost impossible 
because of impending adjournment. 
The basic Daylight Saving Time law 
dates to 1966. An experiment in ex­ 
tending the period of DST as an energy 
conservation measure ended in 1975 
after a year’s trial.

Both Broken; 
Man Jobless 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - Billy 
Corbett says he broke a record 5,800 
bricks in a karate demonstration for 
charity and cracked his wrists in the 
process. But he says he’s out of a job, 
out of money and “disgusted” because 
nobody seems to care. 
Only four kids watched the 105- 
minute demonstration that was held 
recently under gray, drizzly skies to 
raise money to help fight muscular 
dystrophy. 
“I saved up $2,000 of my own money 
and bought the bricks because I 
figured I could help the kids in 
Anchorage,” Corbett said Tuesday. “I 
said the Lord’s Prayer and asked God 
for strength before I started. My hands 
ache. They ache right now. I thought I 
was doing something.” 
May Tischer, director of the 
Anchorage 
Muscular 
Dystrophy 
Association, said she wasn’t able to 
attend Corbett’s performance because 
she was busy at a telethon in Valdez. 
She said the AMDA was to get IO per 
cent of proceeds from the brick- 
breaking, “but if there were no 
proceeds, I guess AMDA is not the 
recipient of any funds. 
“I’m terribly sorry he wasn’t able to 
do better than that,” Mrs. Tischler 
said of Corbett. “He’s always been 
willing to come forth and demonstrate 
his abilities freely for us during 
telethon activities.” 
Corbett, who until recently worked 
on the trans-Alaska pipeline in Valdez, 
said his hands still are swollen from 
the ordeal and his wrists are cracked, 
but that he can’t afford to see a doctor. 
“At least I brought something to the 
U.S. I brought the record,” he said. 
The Guinness Book of World Records 
credits a Canadian with the record for 
breaking 3,773 bricks with his hand in 
three hours in 1973.

Generally, it is accepted that the 
menopause, or change of life, in most 
instances, represents the end of a 
woman’s 
reproductive 
life. 
Occasionally women continue to 
mensturate after the age of 50. In such 
cases pregnancy may be possible.

Anim al Kindness 
M easure Approved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Among 
the many legislative items on Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes desk this week, is a 
“be kind to animals” bill which eased 
through the General Assembly last 
week, overshadowed by more pressing 
issues. 
Actually, the bill took up almost an 
hour of debate in the Senate chamber 
Friday, on a hectic day for lawmakers 
confronted by a $160 million Medicaid 
gap, charitable bingo reform and 
county pay raises. 
Sen. Ben M. Gaeth, R-l Defiance, 
called the animal protection m easure 
“ an other 
classic 
exam ple 
of 
legislation that should not be passed by 
this body.” 
But pass it they did, by a 28-4 vote. 
U nder 
the 
bill, 
citizens 
are 
prohibited from “overworking” an 
anim al or confining 
it 
w ithout 
adequate protection from the elements 
“ if it can reasonably be expected that 
the animal would otherwise become 
sick or in some way suffer.” 
“ What constitutes overworking an 
anim al?” one annoyed senator wanted 
to know. The legislation lumps the 
term overwork into a clause in existing 
law barring overdriving, overloading 
or torturing an animal. 
Another section ordains that animals 
must not be kept in railroad cars or 
“com partm ents” longer than 28 hours 


without being supplied with food, 
water and other necessary attention. 
This was the inspiration of Sen. 
R obert E. 
O’Shaughnessy, 
D-15 
Columbus, who said he had noticed 
puppies caged in small boxes and 
unattended at the Columbus airport. 
O’Shaughnessy said an airport 
worker told him the animals often 
remain confined without attention for 
up to two days. “ It happens all the 
tim e,” O’Shaughnessy recalled being 
told. 
Finally, it prohibits farm ers from 
feeding cows anything that “produces 
impure or unwholesome milk.” 
The legislation was cosponsored by 
Reps. Don S. Maddox, D-90 Lancaster, 
a former school teacher, and Walter 
M cClaskey, R-86 M arion, a vet­ 
erinarian. 
Fines for violations are paid to local 
chapters of the 
Society 
for 
the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.

BOS TON ( AH) — Billy was a healthy 
seven pounds at birth. He was an 
active baby, smiling and cooing with 
every playful poke to his fat, pink 
stomach. 
One 
month 
la ter, 
Billy 
was 
comatose, emaciated and dying. He 
shrank from any contact with the 
world around him and barely tipped 
the scale at four pounds. 
After weeks of tests, doctors con­ 
cluded there was nothing medically 
wrong with Billy. He was one of a 
growing number of infants who fail to 
thrive at home. 
Something in the bond that links 
parent to child went awry. Without 
maternal love to nourish them, these 
babies start to feed on themselves. 
“Holding these babies is like picking 
up a rag doll. They refuse to respond to 
you,” said Dr. Milt K otelchuck, 
research director of family develop­ 
ment at Children's Hospital. 
He is one of three physicians who 
have gathered information about this 
disorder, one of the most mysterious 
social illnesses of pediatrics. 
Dr. Eli H. Newberger, Dr. Daniel 
Rosen and 
Kotelchuck devised 
a 
questionnaire 
to 
pinpoint 
the 
ch a racteristics of failure-to-thrive 
infants and their parents. 
“We saw a picture of a mother who 
was isolated, stuck at home with this 
baby she was almost afraid of because 
it didn’t act normally. She was at the 
end of her rope,” Rosen said. 
A failure-to-thrive child “looks just 
like those pictures of the starving 
Biafrans,” one physician said. The 
infant is far below normal in growth, 
height and weight — a “deprivational 
dwarf.” 
Because of its severe malnutrition, 
the infant is listless and passive. The 
child refuses to eat despite a mother’s 
desperate efforts to make her child 
gain weight. 
“If these parents didn’t care about 
their kids they’d let them die at home 
instead 
of 
taking 
them 
to 
a 
pediatrician or hospital,” Newberger 
pointed out. “The parents are looking 
for help, not only for their child but for 
themselves.” 
The doctors examined 303 children 
admitted to the hospital’s in-patient 
services. 
Forty-tw o 
cases 
w ere 
diagnosed as failure to thrive because 
of the inability to gain weight. 
Of those 42 cases, 81 per cent were 
under 18 months of age, 83 per cent 
were white, 33 per cent were from 
welfare families and 69 per cent were 
male. 
From their findings, doctors con­ 
cluded that these babies — unlike 
many cases of neglect or abuse that 
often occur in low-income neigh­ 
borhoods — where the products of 
white middleclass families. 
Besides logging the characteristics 
of the children, doctors developed an 
interview for the mother, focusing on 
housing, m arital well-being, employ­ 
ment, child care and family problems. 
What emerged was an anxious, over­ 
concerned parent who was frightened 
of her child and her surroundings. 
The mothers shared high levels of 
stress. They tended to be less educated 
than the fathers and saw their neigh­ 
borhoods as unfriendly, even hostile. 
Rarely did the mother develop her own 
life or keep in contact with her own 
family.

ATLANTA (AP) — Polio vaccine 
shortages are being reported by two 
state health departments because of a 
co n tract disagreem ent between a 
federal agency and a vaccine supplier 
anxious to protect itself from possible 
lawsuits.

them on an avalanche of emotion that 
laid bare their hidden feelings. 
“I can’t relate to the kid.” “ He’s a 
difficult child.” “ He just isn’t happy.” 
“ He doesn’t like to eat what I give 
him .” “ Ifs not my fault he looks the 
way he does.” “ I’m a good mother.” 
Telling a mother that her child is not 
flourishing at home is placing blame 
on her, even when the doctors are 
trying to help her. 
As one distraught m other told 
doctors, “When I hear the term 
‘failure to thrive,’ all I hear is the 
word, failure.’” 
Doctors agree that the various 
theories pointing to a lack of in­ 
teraction — a “ failed mutuality” — 
between mother and child as the cause 
of the condition takes a punitive at­ 
titude by placing blame on an already 
guilt-ridden parent. 
"The purpose of our questionnaire is 
to ask questions that's going to lead the 


mother to the problem. You need to 
keep in mind one’s ethical posture and 
role — be sympathetic, nonaccusing, 
non judgmental," Kotelchuck said. 
Many of the mothers were m ater­ 
nally retarded, ignorant about baby 
care. They had not set up a routine for 
their child and often treated the babies 
like dolls or pets. 
Doctors often refer the mothers for 
counseling at the hospital or with a 
social worker. In some instances, 
dance therapy has proven successful 
since the mother learns to develop a 
rhythm with her child. 
In extreme cases, as in Billy’s, the 
infant is placed in a foster home until 
authorities decide that the mother is 
“fit” to take care of her child again. 
Once the baby is admitted to the 
hospital, it is force-fed enormous 
amounts of food — about 50 calories for 
each pound of weight, twice the normal 
amount. 


Recovery comes quickly, with some 
babies gaining as much as 14 pounds in 
seven to IO days. But getting them to 
respond 
emotionally 
is often the 
hardest result to achieve, doctors 
agree. 
“You’ve got to take it slow with these 
kids," Rosen said. “ You can’t over­ 
whelm them with a battery of stimuli. 
They have to learn how to respond.” 
Physicians keep a close watch for 
sym ptom s 
of 
serious 
illness 
throughout the child’s hospital stay, 
like kidney or stomach disorders, 
brain damage — anything to explain 
the child’s severely emaciated state. 
State agencies around the country 
are getting more and more reports of 
children who fail to thrive. All cases of 
neglect or abuse must be reported. 
In 1975 alone, 6,000 cases of neglect 
were logged in Massachusetts. About 
IO per cent were failure-to-thrive in­ 
fants.

Major Ford-Carter Debate Issues Analyzed

President Ford and Jim m y Carter 
are sure to cover some fam iliar ground 
in their debate tonight on domestic and 
economic issues. 
Here is a brief guide to what the 
candidates already have said on some 
of the questions involved: 
ABORTION: Both men personally 
oppose abortion. Carter also says he 
does not favor “ a constitutional 
amendment which would prohibit all 
abortions, nor one that would give 
states local options to ban abortions.” 
Ford opposes a national ban on 
abortion, bid supports ‘‘an amendment 
which would permit each state, or the 
voters in each state, to make the deci­ 
sion on that state’s abortion policy.” 
AM NESTY: Carter says, " ... I am 
going to issue a blanket pardon for all 
those who outside our country or in this 
country, who did not serve in the ar­ 
med forces. I am going to issue a 
pardon, not an amnesty.” Ford set up 
a program in 1974 offering conditional 
pardons to draft evaders. GOP Vice 
Presidential nominee 
Robert Dole 
says: “ I>et there be no confusion as to 
President Ford’s position on this issue. 
It is unequivocal ... — no blanket 
pardon, no blanket am nesty, no 
blanket clemency.” 
BUSIN G : Both men oppose forced 
busing.

In all three places, he said Ford has 
made the hard decisions instead of 
taking the easy way out and that voters 
are “ worried, concerned and even 
frightened of Carter” because of what 
he described as Carter’s evasiveness. 
Aside from that theme, Rockefeller 
also said: 
—He has doubts about raising taxes 
in the higher income brackets because 
the free enterprise system needs the 
capital investment potential of more 
affluent Americans. 
—He worries that the campaign is 
taking on a negative tone, agreeing 
with a questioner that negative aspects 
are gaining more attention than 
positive campaigning. 
—He looks forward to returning to 
private life. 
Rockefeller stressed Ford’s courage 
in taking actions he feels are correct. 
“ Government 
has

promised and underdelivered for 
years,” Rockefeller said in Cleveland. 
“ And Ford has had the courage to veto 
some of these attractive packages 
which may be popular but in the long 
run are not best for the American 
people.” 


B o y Thrives 
W ith M any 
Transfusions 


C LEVELA N D (A P) — Two-year-old 
Chad Wagner is a medical miracle. 
The toddler, bom without an im­ 
mune defense system against any 
infections, has thrived at his home for 
more than one year with special blood 
transfusion treatments devised 
at 
Rainbow Babies and 
Children’s 
Hospital of University Hospitals in 
Cleveland. 
Chad spent 372 days in isolation at 
the hospital to protect him from in­ 
fections. He was whisked here the day 
after his birth in a Defiance hospital, 
and was not allowed to go home until 
Sept. 18, 1975. 
Blond, brown-eyed Chad, son of 
Dennis and Becky Wagner of Defiance, 
was the first case of severe immune 
deficiency disease diagnosed while 
still in his mother’s uterus. 
The diagnosis was made by tapping 
the amniotic fluid surrounding the 
fetus 
in 
the 
seventh 
month 
of 
pregnancy. 
Chad became another medical first 
when he was successfully treated with 
transfusions of frozen, Radiated blood 
containing an enzyme which saved his 
life. 
Normally, such children are treated 
with bone marrow grafts from a close 
relative with a tissue match. None 
could be found in Chad’s case. Any 
infection could be overwhelming and 
kill the child.

He sent legislation to 
Congress to limit busing. 
ED UC A TIO N : Carter urges in­ 
creased federal aid for public schools 
and allow revenue-sharing funds to be 
used for education. Ford sent Congress 
a plan to consolidate federal aid for 
elementary and secondary schools and 
has said he will try to find a way to use 
the tax system to help families “ who 
choose to send their children to non­ 
public schools.” He also says, “ No 
student should be denied access to a 
post-secondary education because of 
financial barriers.” 
EN ER G Y : Carter has urged in­ 
creased emphasis on solar power and 
coal and says, “ U.S. dependence on 
nuclear power should be kept to the 
minimum necessary ... Atomic power 
itself should be relegated to the last 
priority as far as energy sources are 
concerned.” Ford ordered a concerted 
review of U.S. nuclear policy. He sup­

Carter told a 
crowd in Des Moines, Iowa: “ Under 
my administration, if I ’m elected, 
there will never be another embargo 
that singles out farm products.” He 
said any embargo “ would have to be 
an extreme case.”

SPEN D IN G : Carter says,, “ We can 
attain a balanced budget with full 
employment by 1979...” He urges zero- 
based budgeting, with government 
programs required to rejustify all 
expenditures annually.

Fire Chief Recommends 
Homeowners Check Heating 


That unmistakable feeling of fall in 
the air, particularly when the sun goes 
down, should serve to remind you that 
now’s the time to have your home 
heating equipment checked and made 
ready for safe, efficient operation this 
coming winter. 
This timely tip comes from Fire 
Chief Mike Brown of Circleville. 
“Most people have the best of in­ 
tentions,” the chief said, “but Just 
don’t take the time to follow through. 
Suddenly, the weather turns cool; they 
need heat to take the chill off their 
homes and turn their furnaces on even 
though they haven’t been checked. 
“It’s all too easy, then, when the 
furnace seems to be operating 
properly, to just forget about having it 
checked, at least until next year. This 
could be a fatal mistake,” the chief 
warned. 
“I hate to use that old cliche about 
‘better safe than sorry,’ but it certainly 
applies,” Chief Brown said. “We all 
recall reading of needless deaths every 
winter due to faulty appliances and 
heating equipment. Make sure it 
doesn’t happen to your family this 
winter,” he urged. 
“The vicious thing about carbon 
monoxide,” the chief continued, “is 
that it gives no warning. The level 
builds up gradually. Unless an outsider 
comes in, the people in the home may 
not realize anything is wrong until ifs 
too late. The best advice is not to ‘take 
chances.’ ” 
Chief Brown also cautioned against 
home repair jobs. “Sure, you’ll spend a 
few dollars for a qualified serviceman, 
but that’s a small price to pay for your 
family’s 
safety. 
And 
properly 
operating equipment that uses fuel 
more efficiently will save you money 
in the long run,” he reminded.

Use a safety thimble to keep the vent 
pipe from going too far into the 
chimney. Seal thimble into chimney 
with cement. 
Be sure the chimney has a cleanout 
opening under the vent pipe and be 
sure the opening is covered with a cap. 
Allow some outside fresh air into the 
space where the heating equipment is 
located. 
DON’T: 
Put a damper in the vent pipe. 
Try to get more heat out of your 
heating equipment than it is built to 
produce. If your rooms don’t heat 
properly, you may need larger 
equipment. 
Seal furnace room windows and 
doors with tape and rags. Your heating 
equipment needs fresh air to bum 
properly without creating fumes. 
Waste a second in getting everyone 
out of the house if you smell fumes or 
awaken with a headache and suspect 
your heating equipment. 
Put off calling a serviceman or other 
qualified person if your heating 
equipment is not working properly. 
Use your cooking range top or oven 
for heating your home. 
Chief Brown had the following 
suggestions for residents buying new 
heating equipment: 
Be sure it has a place for a vent pipe 
connection. 
Arrange installation by a qualified 
installer. 
Be sure it is inspected and approved. 
Get clear and complete instructions 
for safe operation of the unit.

Firm Scheme 
Costs Ohioans 
$25 Million 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP I — Two Ohio 
corporations have pleaded guilty to 
criminal securities violations in 
connection with a scheme which cost 
thousands of Ohioans as much as $25 
million, Franklin County Prosecuting 
Atty. George C. Smith said Wed­ 
nesday 
Provident Securities Inc. and 
Secured Enterprises Inc. entered the 
pleas in Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court in connection with their 
dealings in the stock of Ohio Real 
Estate Equities Corp (OREEC). 
Smith said all the companies are 
interrelated, with Provident formed to 
be the public seller of OREEC trust 
securities and Secured Enterprises 
apparently formed as a means of dis­ 
tributing trust assets All the firms are 
headquartered in Cincinnati. 
Judge Fred J. Shoemaker fined each 
company 85,000, but suspended the 
fines on condition the two companies 
follow through on their part of a plan to 
pay $4.5 million to stockholders who 
purchased shares in OREEC. 
That plan is part of a settlement in 
lawsuits by shareholders against the 
companies. The lawsuits sought more 
than $62 million in damages. 
OREEC is now in trusteeship in 
federal court. Provident and Secured 
Enterprises terminated business when 
criminal investigation into their ac­ 
tions began, Smith said. 
Smith said the securities violations 
involved making false representations 
by representing that the defendants 
would pay all commissions and ex­ 
penses for security sales of OREEC 
and also 
would make monthly 
distributions to purchasers. 
In addition, Smith said, statements 
and documents filed with the Ohio 
Division of Securities differed from 
statements and documents given to 
prospective buyers. 
Smith said his office has spent two 
years on the case. 
Attorney James Henglebrock of 
Cincinnati, who represents both firms, 
entered the guilty plea on their behalf 
on Tuesday.

and called on their foes in the leftist 
alliance of Palestinians and Lebanese 
Moslems to stop shooting and start 
talking.

could be no peace until he secured the 
withdrawal of the Syrian forces who 
intervened in the civil war last June on 
the side of the Christians. 
Sarkis, 51, was the governor of 
I Lebanon’s central bank and unlike 
Franjieh and other lebanese leaders 
has no party militia to support him. 
But his candidacy was favored by Syr­ 
ia, and that proved decisive in the 
election by parliament in May. 
“At last I am free,” said Franjieh, 
66, whose six-year term expired at 
midnight Wednesday. "I can now rest.

Frozen M ars W a te r

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Viking 
2’s discovery of frozen water at the 
north 
pole 
of 
Mars 
raises 
the 
possibility that some form of life may 
be locked beneath the icy surface, 
scientists say. 
Crofton B. Farmer, an atmospheric 
scientist at the Jet 
Propulsion 
Laboratory here, said the discovery 
announced Wednesday constitutes 
“another shred of evidence” that con­ 
ditions on the red planet may once 
have been suitable for life. 
As a result, he said, future searches 
for traces of Martian life may turn to 
the planet's north pole. 
The discovery by Viking 2’s orbiter 
counters theories that Mars’ polar 
regions are composed mostly of frozen 
carbon dioxide gas, with only traces of 
water. Water is generally considered a 
basic ingredient for the evolution of 
life. 
“I think this shows a much stronger 
possibility for past life than for present 
life,” said Farmer. “I think future 
tests will now hold more significance 
in detailed studies of the 
polar 
regions.” 
Viking 2’s orbiter discovered water 
by using an atmospheric spectrometer 
to measure the absorption of infrared 
light by molecules at the planet’s north 
pole, Farmer said. 
Tobias 
Owen, 
an 
astronomy 
professor, said the presence of frozen 
water at the Martian north pole may 
mean that organic molecules — the 
building blocks of life — or actual life 


forms are frozen in the Martian 
icecaps “much like on earth where we 
have dug prehistoric creatures out of 
the ice.” 
Farmer said he believes that great 
quantities of ice were melted by 
volcanoes erupting sometime in Mars’ 
past, sending rivers cascading across 
the planet's surface, cutting wide 
channels. 
From there, water probably was 
absorbed into the Martian soil, Far­ 
mer said, where it is now locked in 
permafrost Most of the water that 
dissipated into the air probably con­ 
densed at the north pole, while the rest 
boiled off into space, he speculated. 
Farmer said this theory is supported 
by the discovery by Viking 2’s lander 
of the rare gases krypton and xenon. 
They indicate that the Martian at­ 
mosphere was once dense enough for 
water to flow on the surface. 


“But whether that was IOO million 
years ago or three billion, there’s just 
no way of telling yet,” said Tobias 
Owen, an astronomy proessor who 
supervised the rare-gas test. 
He said that question should be 
answered by Viking mission geologists 
sometime in November. 


Tile Viking 2 lander is conducting 
tests of Martian soil for possible traces 
of organic compounds that could in­ 
dicate the presence of life. Viking l ’s 
lander made similar tests which 
suggested the possibility of life forms, 
but they were inconclusive.

Ohio Supreme Court 
OKs U tility Issues 
For November Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court has cleared the way for 
Ohioans to vote on a series of proposed 
constitutional amendments regulating 
nuclear power plant construction and 
utility rates. 
The court in a unanimous ruling 
Wednesday refused to stop Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown from placing 
the issues on the November election 
ballot. 
The proposals loom as major issues 
in the six weeks remaining before the 
balloting. The issues were proposed by 
a number of consumer action groups 
and are hotly opposed by state utilities 
and other groups, including some 
major labor unions. 
The four amendments the court 
ruled on are: 
—Issue 4, imposing a “lifeline rate” 
on utilities, forcing them to guarantee 
consumers “minimum amounts of 
electricity and gas necessary to 
maintain a minimum standard of 
living” at a lower rate than normal 
residential rates. 
—Issue 5, establishing a Residential 
Utility Consumer Action Group 
(RUCAG) to represent consumers in 
utility proceedings. The RUCAG would 
be funded by voluntary checkoffs by 
consumers on their monthly bills. It 
would be authorized to lobby in the 
legislature and intervene before the 
utility regulatory bodies and the courts 
on behalf of residential customers. 
—Issue 
6, 
requiring 
General 
Assembly approval for construction of 
nuclear power plants. Approval could 
not be granted until the utility showed 
it had “full insurance” for any 
potential accident and until legislative 
committees held public hearings on 
the proposal throughout the state. 
—Issue 7, simplifying the process of 
amending the cpnstitution and of 
voting on state laws. The amendment

Meany, who at 82 remains the 
dominant force in the American labor 
movement, has been slow to recover 
from a recent illness. Aides say that 
while his basic health is good, he has 
lost his usual vitality and has been 
forced to curb some activities. 
“While he seems in good shape and 
continues working, you would have to 
say that at 82, after this illness, there is 
that possibility” of retirement, said 
one associate. 
Meany added to the speculation 
when the question was raised during a 
network television interview Sunday. 
“I’ve not set any date for retirement, 
but I want to say very frankly that I’ve 
given a little more thought to retire­ 
ment since my recent illness than I had 
before,” he said. 
It marked a sharp departure for 
Meany, whose pat answer had always 
been that he would retire when either

or 
the

union 
presidents felt he could no longer do 
the job. 
• The one-time Bronx plumber has 
kept an iron grip on the 14-million- 
member federation since 1955 when he 
brought together the American Feder­ 
ation of Labor and Congress of 
Industrial Organizations.

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - The 
cross-country dram a of Patricia 
Hearst returns to the college com­ 
munity where it began, as William and 
Emily Harris appear in court charged 
with kidnaping her 2li years ago. 
Their arraignment today on a 19- 
count complaint comes just one day 
before the newspaper heiress herself 
goes into federal court across the bay 
in San Francisco to be sentenced for a 
bank robbery conviction. 


The Municipal Court site of the 
Harrises’ arraignment is a few miles 
from the apartm ent where Miss 
Hearst, then a 19-year-old sophomore 
at the University of California, was 
kidnaped by members of the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army on Feb. 
4, 1974. 


Attorney Susan Jordan said she 
would ask Judge Wilmont Sweeney 
that the Harrises, both avowed SLA 
members, be given a preliminary 
hearing instead of being subject to 
grand jury indictment. 


The Alameda County Grand Jury is 
scheduled to begin hearing evidence 
Monday against the Harrises — in­ 
cluding the testimony of Miss Hearst. 
Officials said Wednesday they planned 
to install partitions on the second-floor 
grand jury wing of the county court­ 
house to shield the 45 scheduled wit­ 
nesses from public view. 


A grand jury indictment would 
replace the original criminal com­ 
plaint and send the case to Superior 
Court with no preliminary hearing. 
The distinction is important to the 
Harris defense because witnesses can 
be cross-examined at a preliminary 
hearing, but not at a grand jury 
hearing.

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - A 
Vietnamese mother who left her seven 
children in an orphanage while the 
Communists advanced on Saigon says 
“I am so happy I don’t know what word 
you can use" over a court decision 
returning one child to her. 
“I am exciting and nervy,” said 
Doan Thi Hoang Anh, 33, in a telephone 
interview Wednesday from Great 
Falls, Mont., where she lives with four 
of her children. 
“It’s like losing a son. We were 
hoping for a miracle,” was the reac­ 
tion of John Nelson, 33, the 6-year-old 
boy’s foster father for the last 18 
months. “We’re happy we’ve had a 
year and a half with Ben.”

Iowa Supreme Court Chief Justice C. 
Edwin Moore wrote in the unanimous 
decision that "the Nelsons have ren­ 
dered exceptional service in his 
(Ben’s) behalf. Under this record, 
someone must be hurt.” 
Ben, whose real name is Doan Van 
Binh, is one of seven brothers and 
sisters who escaped capture in the 
final days of the Saigon regime. Their 
mother left them in a Friends of 
Vietnam Children orphanage with a 
request to get them out of the country, 
according to court records. 
Their father had just been killed, and 
the court noted, “It was only after an 
incredible ordeal Anh and the children 
were able to escape the same fate.” 
Miss Anh, as she is known in Great 
Falls, fled Vietnam and entered the 
United States as a refugee on Aug. 5, 
1975. 
She said she never gave the or­ 
phanage permission to have her 
children adopted. When they arrived in 
the United States, she traced them 
through the Denver office of the or­ 
phanage sponsors. 
The Nelsons contended that Anh had 
abandoned her children and that 
Binh’s best interests would be served 
by his being left with them. 
But the court said Anh was “a 
woman of extraordinary courage, 
perseverance and full compassion for 
her child.” 
The court also said there was 
evidence the Nelsons had caused Binh 
to avoid contact with another Viet­ 
namese family in Forest City, where 
they live, “... in effect causing him to 
reject his cultural and racial roots.” 
The court did ask, however, that 
there be continued contact between the 
Nelsons and Binh. 
Anh, who is training to be a nurse’s 
aide, had already located and 
reclaimed four of her children from a 
private home in Denver. One still lives 
in a foster home in this country and an 
infant is with a family in France.

NAPC Holds 
5th C onvention 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
The National Association of 
Pet Cemeteries held its fifth 
annual 
convention 
here, 
attended by about 135 pet 
cemetery owners from all 
overthe nation. 
“The idea of pet cemeteries 
isn’t new,” said Patricia 
Blosser, a founder, past 
president and now executive 
director of the association. 
“It goes all the way back to 
the Egyptian pharaohs. But 
our association right now is 
one of the fastest-growing 
trade groups in the country.” 
Mrs. 
Blosser and her 
husband Robert operate a 
boarding 
kennel 
and 
grooming parlor for dogs in 
Elgin, 111. They also operate a 
pet cemetery there, one of 418 
listed in the United States. 
Of pets receiving cemetery 
burials or cremations, 75 per 
cent are dogs, 24 per cent cats 
and I per cent miscellaneous, 
with horses the most common 
in the latter category, Mrs. 
Blosser said.

An Ohio sportsmen’s group has 
threatened to file a lawsuit to In­ 
validate petitions calling for a 
statewide referendum on banning the 
leg-hold trap. 


The challenge by the Wildlife 
Legislative Fund centers on the 
language contained in the summary of 
a proposed constitutional amendment 
that appears on petitions being circu­ 
lated by the Ohio Committee for 
Humane Trapping (OCHT). 


The fund claims the language is 
prejudicial and unfair and has asked 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown to with­ 
draw his official sanction of the 
summary. 


Criticizing 
the 
summary 
as 
misleading to members of the public 
who are asked to sign the petitions, the 
fund is calling on the antitrapping 
group to start its drive for signatures 
over again. 


The fund also says advertisements 
by the OCHT are distortions of truth 
aimed at appealing to emotions. 


The lawsuit will be filed, the wildlife 
fund says, if Brown and opponents of 
the leg-hold trap, as expected, refuse 
to reconsider and proceed to file the 
petitions with the secretary of state. 


The anti-trapping group got 235,000 
signatures by early August in its effort 
to place its leg-hold trap ban on a 
general election ballot. It has an­ 
nounced that it will continue its drive 
to obtain the balance of the 307,000 
names needed to put the issue to a 
vote. 


The petitions contain a written 
summary that Wildlife Fund Chair­ 
man James Glass contends must, by 
law, be a “truthful and accurate state­ 
ment” of the language contained in the 
actual amendment being proposed. 


The summary in dispute refers to 
“inhumane trapping” and ‘‘cruel” 
devices, terms that are not used in the 
proposed amendment. 


Such references, Glass insists, are 
untrue because the leg-hold trap does 
not 
cause 
suffering 
in 
all 
cir­ 
cumstances. 


Moreover, said Glass in a letter to 
Brown, “The summary certified by 
you is not a statement descriptive of 
the amendment but rather an 
argument that does not accurately de­ 
scribe the amendment. It may state 
the opinions of the proponents, but it 
does not correctly state the content of 
the amendment, which is the only 
justifiable purpose of a summary.” 
The summary is an argument 
“written in judgmental words clearly 


intended to prejudice the reader' and 
the attorney general's certification 
that it is true is “highly prejudicial to a 
fair procedure in petitioning to place 
this issue on the ballot,” Glass said. 
Advertising protested by the fund 
depicts the trapping of “kitten rac­ 
coons,” Glass pointed out in a letter to 


the OCHT. 
Because, in reality, there are no 
raccoon kittens during the trapping 
season “your use of compelling baby 
animal depiction is a distortion 
designed to cause an unthinking, 
visceral reaction in support of your 
cause,” he said.

Environm ental Protection Agency 
says the new 1977 model cars are 
getting better mileage per gallon of 
gasoline and that ll of 13 auto makers 
already meet a 1978 mileage 
re­ 
quirement 
The EPA said Wednesday that 1977 
model cars will yield 6 per cent better 
gasoline mileage than 1976 cars and 34 
per cent better mileage than 1974 
models. 
The agency, which said foreign cars 
are leading the way, found that 1977 
model cars tested in its laboratory- 
averaged a theoretical 18.6 miles per 
gallon of gas, or one mile per gallon 
better than the 1976 models tested a 
year ago. 
The figure exceeds the 18.0 miles per 


gallon federal fuel economy standard 
which will go into effect with 1978 
model cars. There was no federal re­ 
quirement for 1977 models. 
Only Ford’s and Chrysler^ 1977 
models did not meet the 1978 standard, 
the EPA said The other ll automobile 
manufacturers equalled or bettered it, 
and seven manufacturers, all foreign 
makers, met the 1980 standard of 20.0 
miles per gallon 
They are BMW, 
Nissan-Datsun, Toyo Rogyo-Mazda, 
Toyota. Volkswagen, Audi and Fuji- 
Subaru 
The improved mileage is the result 
of better engines, new engine com­ 
binations and changes in the average 
weight of cars, the EPA said. Slightly 
more than half the improvements 
resulted from better engines and new 


engine combinations, the agency said. 
Here are the top performers: 
—The diesel-powered Volkswagen 
Babbit with an aerage 44 miles per 
gallon.

The prime minister scheduled a 
radio-television broadcast Friday to 
outline his white-minority regime’s 
position on the plan, proposed by 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
in talks with Smith last weekend in 
South Africa. 


Smith, who reportedly told Kissinger 
he would recommend approval of the 
plan, ended two days of conferences 
with his 20-member cabinet Wed­ 
nesday.

Veterans Service Officer. Any veteran 
desiring further inform ation con­ 
cerning his Veteran Administration 
Benefits should contact the Veterans 
Service Officer at 219 S. Court St. 
(Q.) Does the issuance of a Cer­ 
tificate of Eligibility guarantee ap­ 
proval of a GI I/>an? 
(A.) No. In addition to being declared 
eligible for a GI loan based on the 
Veteran’s period of service, the ap­ 
plicant must meet the requirements of 
the governing law in respect to income 
and credit. The governing law requires 
that the applicant’s income must have 
a proper relation to the terms of 
repaying the loan and other expenses. 
This means that the veteran’s income 
must be sufficient to meet the an­ 
ticipated mortgage payments on the 
loan, take care of other obligations and 
expenses and have an adequate 
amount remaining to support the 
veteran and dependents. The applicant 
must also be a satisfactory credit risk. 
(Q.) May several veterans use their 
entitlement for a GI loan to acquire 
property together? 
(A.) Yes. Please consult your lender. 
(Q.) If both a husband and wife are 
eligible veterans, may they acquire 
property jointly and so increase the 
amount which may be guaranteed? 
(A.) Yes. However, the guaranty 
may not exceed 60 per cent of the loan 
for home purposes. The amount of the 
guaranty in such case may be twice 
the amount for one; maximum of 
$17,500.00, or $35,000.00 together. 
(Q .) Does a veteran have to live on a 
farm purchased with a guaranteed 
loan? 
(A.) Yes. A GI loan can be obtained 
to purchase a farm only in conjunction 
with a residence located or to be 
constructed thereon which must be 
personally occupied by the veteran. 
The veteran may or may not conduct 
farm ing 
operations. 
If 
arm ing 
operations are to be the primary 
source of the borrower’s income, then 
it must be established that the venture 
has a reasonable likelihood for suc­ 
cess. If the borrower plans to use the 
residence, but has a source of income, 
then the farming operations need not 
be considered. 
(Q .) For what term of years can a GI 
home loan be made? 
(A.) Up to 30 years and. 32 days under 
law.
